Everything else i3 fiction, including toe alleged 
resemblance between Oswald and Valle, etc* This part Skoinick got by playing a 
trick on a young man wno was helping me in :vj work, to whom I had give tho E3I 
reports mentioned in tne story. Tuey v/sra not suppressed, as Mr. Skoinick said, 
by the National Archives, for that is wherex^igot them! But all that is not, ell 
tuat Mr. Skolnock did not imagine and then pretend is true, comes from one of the 
books t nsvo not been sble to get prtinted, part of wnich I read from whem I spoke 
in Brewster a year ago. Rather thm helping, Mr. Skoinick hurts the establishment 
of truth, so important when a President is killed end when the Government investi- 
gates it. one of tae inevitable consequences is that his fictititious law suit will 
be thrown out of court, with big headlines that will pretend t.ho government told 
tho truth about the assassination when it did not, and the people will again be 
deceived, Meanwhile, other suite have been filed and will be filed, including by 
me.

This is way I 
never tried to find aim, other things being more important, Kot having seen the 
story available to you, I do not know whst it said of the policeman Groth, but he 
did figure, secretly, in tais arrest, as 1 did discover. All the other things 
Skoinick said about him are lies, and when Groth proved they were lies they made 
Groth look like a fine man, which I think he is not. he ie responsible for the 
death of the Black Panther leader, Hampton, who was shot to death in his sleep. 
These lies about Groth end any possibility of investigating that and bringing out 
the truth about it.
